This letter is to acknowledge receipt of your September 26,2019 Freedom of Information 
Act (FOIA) request to the Office of Professional Responsibility (OPR) requesting all records 
related to Jeffery E. Epstein. OPR received your request on October 14, 2019. Your request has 
been assigned request number F20-00017. Please continue to refer to that number in any 
correspondence pertaining to this matter. 

For your information, this Office assigns incoming requests to one of three tracks: simple, 
complex, or expedited. Each request is then handled on a first-in, first-out basis in relation to 
other requests in the same track. Simple requests usually receive a response in about a month, 
whereas complex requests necessarily take longer. At this time, your request has been assigned to 
the complex track. Your request has been assigned to the complex track because we have 
conducted a search of OPR’s system of records and records which may be responsive to your 
request were located. Because of the need to examine a voluminous amount of records, we will 
be unable to comply with the twenty-working-day time limit in this case, as well as the ten 
additional days provided by the statute. To enable us to respond more quickly to you, you may 
wish to reformulate your request to reduce the amount of time required to complete our review of 
these records, or to arrange an alternative time frame for the processing of this request.
